This witness was Finley Dorris, a mem- 
ber of the undertaking firm which em- 
balmed Senator Carmack’s body. Dorris 
said he examined the pockets of the 
clothing of the dead man the night of 
the killing and again, at the request of 
the state’s attorneys, before the hearing 
for bail. He was positive that he search- 
ed each pocket, and that the scabbard 
was not in the overcoat pocket when the 
body was brought in, and was not in it, 
at the time of the application for ‘bail.

Meeks. counsel for the defense, ex- 
amined it, with my consent.”

He is Horace C. Gray, a fel- 
low who always smiles, who acknow!- 
edged that he has been a ‘little crook- 


ed,’ who calls himself a sport and a 
_ gambler, and who vows that when he 
gets free again he is going to preach. 


This man Gray was arrested ten days 
’ ago, the very day he arrived in the 
‘city, so he will smilingly tell you, and 
“he is charged with printing, with a 
“machine of his own device, a pad ofr 
blank drafts, one of which he filled out 
On a New York bank.

Statement of Jim Webb, in the case 
of the safe-blowing charge against him, 
William Jones, LeRoy Crozier and Will 
K.night: 

“On last Saturday night, a week ago, 
I met Jones at the Orpheum theater. 
We went to Whitehall street about i} 
o'clock for the purpose of blowing the 
drug store safe at the corner of White- 
hall and Humphries streets.- He enter- 
ed at the rear of the store and I stood 
on the corner across the street to watch 
for him. I started up Whitehall and 
he came back and asked me to stand 
on the corner so he could see me. He 
blew the safe whilg I watched for him, 
and I could see him’in the store. I 
heard the explosion and the glass fall- 
ing. I then left and met him at the 
postoffice. He said he only got about 
$2 in nickels, and he set me up to coffee 
and sandwiches. He promised to give 
me some gf the money to watch for 
him. He @ave me $5 of the money he 
got from the safe he blew on Wood- 
ward avenue. I never went out with 
him any more after this. The first time 
I ever saw him was on December 26, 
and two or three weeks after this date 
I met him up town and we walked 
about looking for safes to blow and 
went out to the drug store at the cor- 
ner of Whitehall and Humphries. On 
the night the safe was blown all of us 
went out to the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic railroad and got the nitro- 
giycerine, where he had buried it, and 
went to the corner of Whitehall and 
Humphries streets, and’ LeRoy Crozier 
left us there. After this LeRoy and 
Jones went to Broughton’s Tabernacle 
for the purpose of blowing the safe. 
Jones entered the building, but failed 
to find the safe, as it had been moved 
from where they had located it a day 
Or so previously.

Confession of Will Knight, 
Will Knight made the following state- 
ment:

When I first saw 
him he waiked up and asked me if I

OALD CONGRESS 
ON CONSERVATION 


Roosevelt May Take Steps 
for Such a Gathering. 


President Intimated as Much in 


Washington, February '!6.—Conserva- 
tion cooperation of world-wide scope 
was the keynote of an address of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at the white house today, 
before the delegates in attendance upon 
the North American conservation con- 
ference. This sentiment, which was 
first voiced by the president, gatherea 
considerable momentum during the day’s 
proceedings, and was reflected in ad- 
dresses of those who participated. 
Important to World-at-Larze. 

Characterizing the movement as of the 
“utmost importemce to the world-at- 
large,’’ President Roosevelt impressed 
the representatives of this government, 
Canada and Mexico with the momentous 
possibilities of the work which has 
brought about this assemblage. 

After the opening of today’s session, 
President Roosevelt eXpressed the hope 
to Secretary of State Bacon that a uni- 
versal conservation congress, in which 
all nations shall be invited to partici- 
pate, should become a reality in the 
not distant future. Secretary Bacon and 
Chief Forester Pinchot and other gov- 
ernment officials interested in the prov- 
lem of the conservation of the world's 
natural resources, also entertain a sim- 
liar hope, and it is not unlikely that the 
president may take steps to bring about 
such a meeting. 

The east room of the white house was 
the scene of a notable gathering that 
listened to the president's address, 

Address of Roosevelt. 

The president, after extending 
hearty welcome, said: 

“This conference represents one ot 
the many steps that have been taken of 
recent years looking toward a harmo- 
nious cooperation between the nations 
of the earth for the common advance- 
ment of all. In international relations 
the great feature of the growth of the 
last century has been the gradual Ppec- 
‘ognition of the fact that instead of its 
peing normally to the interest of one 
nation to see another depressed, it is 
normally to the interest of each nation 
to see the others elevated. Fundament- 
ally, it is the same with nations as it is 
with individuals. As a rule, the most 
prosperous man is the man who lives 
in a prosperous community. When one 
nation strides forward along the patn 
of civilization, as a rule, that progress 
means the uplifting of nations gener- 
ally. 

“The movement that you gentiemen 
are beginning, of national cooperation 
for the conservation of national and in- 
ternational resources, marks another 
stage in the advance along these lines.

NO PENALTY PAID 
FOR MAIL DELAYS 


Postal Department Very 
Kind to Railroads. 


By Refusing to Impose Fines, 
the Department Nullifies the 
Federal Statute, but Saves 
the Railroads a Mint of 


Money.

Washington, D. C., February i8.— 
(Special.)—The postoffice department in 
refraining from imposing fines for mail 
delays on railroads which carry’ the 
mails has made a ruling which abso- 
lutely ignores the existence of a federal 
statute and saves the railroads a mint 
of money. 

The fact that there was a provision 
on the statute books requiring rallroads 
to carry out their contract with the 
government or be fined when they fail- 
ed was brought up in connection with 
an amendment offered in the senate 
postoffice commission by Senator Clay 
tc compel the fining of railway mail 
trains which did not maintain their 
schedules, 

The commission held that the amend- 
ment Was unnecessary, as there was a 
Statute on the subject which allowed 
the postoffice department to assess fines. 

Department Nullifies Law. 

The department places a different 
interpretation on the law. The fact 
that Senator Clay’s amendment, which 
was formerly in the appropriation bill, 
Was dropped, is heid by them to excuse 
the railroads from paying any forfeiture 
for broken contracts and delayed mail 
service, 

Formerly if a mail train was thirty 
minutes or more late, as often as ten 
times in a quarter, a fine was assessed. 
Fines were discontinued.on July ! last, 
though-eno announcement of its action 
was made to the public by the postoffice 
department until a few weeks ago. 

The officials of the department are not 
now compelled to fine the railroads, 
and they prefer not to exercise the au- 
thority given them at their option to 
do so. Provision for fines {s made in 
section 3962 of the revised statutes of 
the United Sfates and in section 1332 
of the postal laws and regulations. 

Complaints Numerous, 

Several years ago, when complaints 
were numerous al] over the country cf 
repeateac and persistent violations by 
raliroads of their contracts with the 
government for carrying the mail, stren- 
uous kicks were lodged with congress- 
men, They immedlately iooked Into the 
matter, 2

By this means they have wrought a 
saving of many thousands annually Dur- 
ing the two years the department as- 
sessed fines, the fines amounted to 
$1,000,000 a vear. This amount is now 
aiso saved to the roads. 

It is provided in the revised statuics 
that: 

“The pestmaster general may make re- 
ductions from the pay of contractors 
for failures to perform service accorda- 
ing to contract and impose fines upon 
them for other delinquencies. He may 
deduct the price of the trip in all cases 
where the trip is not performed, and noi 
exceeding three times the price if the 
failure be occasioned by the fault of the 
contractor or carrier.”’ 

Fines are also provided for in cases 
where the railroads shall refuse to trans- 
port the maiis on their fastest trains or 
shail refuse to furnish mail cars when 
needed or to have such cars properly 
equipped and lighted. 

When asked about the departmert’s 
ruling this afternoon, Second Assistant 
Postmaster General Joseph Stewart said 
the department had not acted before 
consulting the attorney genera] on this 
point. He declared the attorney gen- 
eral decided that when the paragraph 
which had been in the appropriation 
but for two years was stricken, there 
was no further necessity for imposing 
fines, 

Alleges There Is No Law, 

Continuing, he said: 

“This was not general legislation. 
When general legislation is incorporated 
in appropriation Dills, it provides that 
‘hereafter’ the thing ordered shail] be 
done. The word ‘hereafter’ was not used 
in the postoffice (oill. There ts no law 
requiring the department to assess and 
coliect fines for mail delays,’ 
Senator Clay, who is a member ot 

the postoffice commission of the senate, 
when asked about the matter this after- 
noon, said: 
‘“T offered an amendment requiring 
fines for mail delays when the appro- 
priation bill was before our committee, 
but.the members of the committee

NEW TRIALS ASKED 


BY COLUMBUS MEN 


Sensation ~ Created by 
_ Heavy Fines Imposed.

The feature of the session of the Mus- 
cogee superior court this week has been 
the trial of several cases in which pros- 
ecutigns were inaugurated by the Mus- 
cogee Anti-Saloon League. Verdicts of 
guilty were returned in the cases of 
J. W. Bishop, A. B. Daniel and J. J. 
Rogers. 

The only evidence for the state wae 
that of F. H. Jaudon, a detective o! 
Nashviile, Tenn., who came to Columbus 
and entered into contract with the Mus- 
cogee County Anti-Saloon League to 


the prohiixition law. When several cases 
of this character were first tried at the 
November term of the court mistriajs 
resulted, and it was a matter of some 
surprise this week when convictions 
were had uniformly. 

The trial of the cases was a great 
legal battle and much stress was )aid 
on the fact that the only testimony for 
the state was that rendered by a paid 
detective. Jaudon was subjected to a 
severe fire of questions and comments 
while he was on the stand, and it was 
the verdict of the crowd in the court 
room that he stood his own well, con- 
sidering the character of the cross-ex- 
amination, which was extremely search- 
ing. The detective testified that he 
bought whisky at the places of business 
of Bishop and Daniel, and stated that 
he went to Bishop's place on the recom- 
mendation of a former saloon man or 
this city, who told him that he could 
buy there the particular brand of whisty 
that he desired. 

The verdicts returned by the several 
juries have been ali the talk in Colum- 
bus this week. Judge Z. A. Littlejonn’s 
fines of $1,000 each in the Bishop and 
Daniel cases and $300 fine in the Rogers 
case created a big sensation. Motions 
for new trials will be made in al] three 
of the cases.

The Future of the Appendix. 
Fads in surgery, like fashions in 
dress, come and go. The frequent 


essential difference is that new sur- 
gical operations, in ceasing to be fads, 
become important and necessary ele- 
ments in the preservation of life. 

It has not been many years since 
the sceptical and facetious classed 
appendicitis as a disease of fashion 
and fancy, and the attendant opera- 
tion as a luxury for the rich. 

Some of those same facetious and 
sceptical persons have _ since gone 
post haste to the operating table when 
their physicians told them, with a dis- 
eased appendix, it was a case of life 
or death. 

The preservation of life as the re- 
sult of this operation, reduced now to 
a basis of scientific simplicity, is no 
longer questioned or doubted. 

The most recent surgical “fad,” as 
some will no doubt term it, has to do 
also with the appendix. 

We have been led to believe that 
the appendix vermiformis was a more 
useless and valueless attachment 


some of the books we find on the 
shelves of the Carnegie libraries. We 
have been informed, or misinformed 
—which, remains yet to be developed 
—that the appendix was the fag end 
or a tail worn by the most ante- 
diluvian of our prehistoric ancestors. 
We have tacitly and non-combatively 
accepted whatever explanation of its 
existence and uses or lack of them 
explorers into the realm of evolution 
or kindred theories have seen fit to 
hand out to us, hoping only that the 
time would never come when the 
doctor would say, with an eye to bus- 
iness or the patient’s welfare, “It must 
bs. cut out.”

It is asserted that 
the appendix has an important sur- 
gical value, but just what, definitely, 
these uses are, except the statement 
cf Professor Metchnikoff that “the 
appendix is useful in staving off or 
postponing the degeneracy of old 
age,” is not yet made apparent. 

Still, the possible effect of the ap- 
pendix in postponing old age is 
enough to start a serious line of 
thought; it makes us “sit up and take 
notice.” 

Investigations along this line have 
already led to the suggestion from 
Lr. C. B. Keetley, of the West Lon- 
don hospital, and others that the 
proper disposition of the appendix is 
to transplant it in the abdominal wall, 
thus rendering it immune to disease, 
but preserving it for the functions 
which, according to the new theory, 
it is believed to possess. 

“Had your appendix transplanted?” 
will probably soon take place of the 
query, “Had it taken out, did you?” 

If the absence of the appendix is to 
hasten the degeneracy of old age, we 
wil! in future go slow in having it 
cut out, that is, if it is a healthy one, 
because, so far, emputation remains 
the only known remedy for a dis- 
eased vermiform. 

But orders for transplanting healthy 
appendices will, no doubt, be forth- 
com.ng in abundance. 

For it will, unquestionably, be some 
time yet, if the time ever comes, be- 
fcre the science of the appendix ad- 
vances to that point which will elimi-

It seems to be regarded as a 
burning country life problem. Intem- 
perance is largely the result of tne 
barrenness of farm life, particularly of 
the lot of the hired man. The commis- 
Sion has made no inquiry into intemper- 
ance as such, but it is fmpressed, from 
the testimony that has accumulated, 
that drunkenness is often a very serious 
menace to country life, and. that the 
Saloon is an institution that must be 
banished from at least all the country 
districts and rural towns if our agricul- 
tural intewests are to develop to the ex- 
tent to which they are capable. 

“The evil is specially damning in the 
south, because it seriously complicates 
the race problem. Certain states have 
recently adopted prohibitory regulations, 
but liquor is shipped into @ry territory 
from adjoining regions, and the evil 8 
thereoy often increased. Dry territories 
must rouse themselves to self-preserva- 
tion in the face of this grave danger, 
and legislation must be enacted that will 
protect them. 

“When a state goes dry 
allowed to keep dry. 

“There is most urgent need 
quickened public sentiment on this 
whole question of intoxication in rural 
communities in order to relieve country 
life of one of its most threatening hand- 
icaps. At the same time it is incum- 
bent on every person to exert his best 
effort to provide the open country with 
such intellectual and social interests as 
will lessen the appeal and attractive- 
ness of the saloon.’

CANNED MUSIC CLAUSE 
IN THE COPYRIGHT BILL 


Unanimous Report in Favor of 
the Measure Is Agreed 
Upon. 


Washington, February 1i8.—After «a 
contest extending throughout the six- 
tleth congress, the house committee on 
patents today agreed on a unanimous 
report on a general copyright (411. It is 
a bill on which Representative Wasnh- 
burn, of Massachusetts, and Representa- 
tive Currier have been working all win- 
ter and will be known as the Currier 
Dili. 

The so-called “canned music’’ 
which has been agreed upon, 
the exclusive right of the composer to 
control his copyright, but provides that 
if he or any one under his authority 
uses the composition on a mechanical 
instrument, then all makers of mechani- 
cal instruments may use the composi- 
tion on the same terms. 

The terms are specified in the bill. The 
life of copyrights is fixed at twenty- 
eight years, with a renewal period of 
twenty-eight years more.

Even more valuable, possibly, was 
Dr. Powers’ reading .of the spirit of 
each subject, each figure shown, which 
afforded his audience an insight into 
their deeper meanings, which they 
could secure for themselves only with 
long study and preparation.
